Some of them are privates 
and some are officers. Off duty, the 
difference in rank didn’t seem to 
bother any one except stray British 
officers. On duty, the men marched 
like veterans and drilled almost like 
cireus Zouaves. They discussed the 
events of the war with an intelligence 
you never could find in the British 
regulars, even if they did run short 
sometimes in technical knowledge.

The Pease Cen- 
tenary and the War 


Should the Hundred Years of Peace 
celebration between Cariada and the 
United States and between Great’ Bri- 
tain and the United States be aban- 


doned because. of the. war? This |‘ 


question has evoked a considerable 
amount’ of discussion beth ih Canada 
and the United States. In a circular 
just issued by the Canadian ‘Peace 
Centenary Association the answer is 
given. ‘rhe Association took the wise 
course of consulting the Executives of 
the British and American organiza- 
tions and of requesting the opinion 
of a large number df leading men 
throughout Canada. 

At a meeting held in. Ottawa on 
August 19 last, the following resolu- 
tion was passed; } 

“That the Association desires to re- 
cord its opinion that, notwithstanding 
the present war there should. be an 
appropriate celebration commemora- 
tive of the Hundred Years of Peace 
between the British Empire and the 
United States. The Association re- 
cognizes, however, that having regard 
for the very serious nature of events 
arising out of the war, it would be in- 
expedient to attempt at present, defi- 
nite arrangements as to time and 
place for a celebration of an interna- 
tional character. With this exception 
it is decided that the Association pro- 
ceed with its educational -and other 
work as far.as may be possible.” 

At this meeting letters were read 
from Sir Robert Borden and Sir. Wil- 
frid Laurier. One sentence of Sir 
Robert Borden’s letter expresses ‘his 
view clearly:—“The project of mark- 
ing in an appropriate manner the com- 
pletion of a century of peace between 
the British Empire and the United 
States ought surely to command the 
widest - sympathy. That -. terrible 
storm of war now sweeping Europe, 
the ravages of which reach even to 
the shores of this continent, brings 
into clearer relief the more excellent 
way which these two great powers 
have found and followed.” Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier is equally emphatic:— 
“IT am certainly of the opinion’ that 
the celebration should not be ‘interfer- 
ed with by thé war. On the contrary, 
at this moment more, than~ever, it 
would be advisable that the Anierican 
people and the Canadian people should 
give an example to the world of their 
unflinching and determined desire to 


‘maintain peace.”

Copiehittes wrote after 
with his colleagues:— 
“If there was reason for holding a 
celebration over the historic fact of a | 
century of peace, there is doubly the 
reason for celebrating peace in the | 
light of the awful war in which Eur- | 
ope is engaged.”
